dia Yarnall Calderon, -wito of tins Bo- 
livian minister to this country, died at 
the legation here Sunday. 
She was 55 


years old. 


The .wife of Senor don Ignacio Cal- 


deron .van the daughter of 
the 
late 


John B.. Yarnall of Philadelphia, and 
belonged to two well-known families of 
the south,..the Yarnalls, who were ter- 
ritorial magnates in Maryland, and the 
Lees and Croppers, who were equally 
prominent in Virginia. 
She was be- 


fore her marriage Miss Arcadia Ynr- 
nall. 
Her father was a prominent 


business, and professional 
man 
of 


Philadelphia, where ho went soon after 
the Civil war had crippled 
-his 
re- 


sources in Maryland. 


The senora was educated in Balti- 


more, and' her 'love for her ulma mater 
led her to educate ;her .three daugh- 
ters Jn~~nHr~samp institution. 
She met 


Senor Calderon during the centennial. 
He was then attached, to the, Bolivian 
legation irr Peru, nnd pit leave of ab- 
sence to attend the exhibition in Phila- 
delphia. 
' 


In April last Senora Calderon talked 


interestingly to a 
correspondent as 


follows; 


""When I married 
unions 
between 


North and South Americans were not 
so frequent, nor was the Journey to 
the lower hemisphere undertaken so 
easily. 
We remained-in this country 
, for eight years before we began the ad- 
' venturous Journey to La Paz, and all 


of my throe daURhters were born In 
the United States. 


"Then another thing which strikes 


mo with-amazement is how little peo- 
ple nowadays 
prize 
their household 


treasures. 
When & went to La PnK I 


took all my furniture nnd wedding 
gifts with mo, and when one thinks 
what -it mennt. to take such articles 
mulehack over the Andes, something- of 
the pride I had in them will be un- 
derstood. 
"After leaving Philadelphia In 1SS2 


my 'husband wan 
Tirol 
stationed in 


Lima, hut getting my house goods to 
the Peruvian capital was nothing to 
^retting my treasures in safety from 
Peru to La I'az. 
My piano I prized 


especially, ami though it was repre- 
sented that t could get as fine an in- 
strument In La Paz T insisted on mov- 
ing my own. 
The keys were all tak- 


en out, and. indeed, the entire faliriu 
was unscrewed before 
it 
could 
be 


packed on mules, yet so skilfully was 
it done that not a scratch marred 
Hie -surface, nor did the tone of flic 
instrument suffer from the heroic ex- 
perience. 
"When 1 went to La Pan first, 
we 


made the journey in stage couches. 
Now, of course, 
the train nrlnKH the 


traveler through the grand Andean 
range down into the1 valley of La Paz. 
1 say. flown, though the city lies on a 
plnleaii 12.500 ,feet in height.-.an alti- 
tude which some ambitious peaks can- 
not equal. 
In the' stage coach days 


getting to La Pa-/, was .quite a family 
ceremonial. 
It required almost a day 


to got down the mountains from the 
frontier, and when Uie plateau 
was 


readied, 
it was 
cuK^anary 
for the 


friends or relatives of the travelers to 
meet them with private carriages for 
the remaining 12 miles. 
"It seemed, like another version of 


taking a private craft to welcome the 
ocean liners a. few miles out at sea. 
Scenes of gayety would lake place as 
the roaches unloaded, and invariably 
the carriages would bring hampers full 
of good things to eat and drink and a 
picnic would be in order. Toasts would 
be. drunk, and then a regular proces- 
sion would be formed- of the car- 
riages taking the. travelers home.. It 
was quito picturesque, a'nd the* hearti- 
ness, of the welcome drove' away ail 
memory, of the hardship' 
endured 
en 


route. 
"One of. the interesting features of 


life in Bolivia is a sl.udy of the Indians. 
\Ve ' have still • surviving the changing 
conditions which follow modern prog- 
ress itnd Its innovations, an 
Indian 


market . held invariably on Jan. 24. 
when gold and silver are sold in the 
bulk and later small articles wrought 
in the precious metals by the dusky 
children ot the forest. 
I do not think 


that even Hie Chinese themselves sur- 
pass some of tiie Bolivian Indians in 
the skill with which they work In gold 
and silver and even the baser metals." 


The Bolivian legation is a spacious 


mansion on the corner of 16th and R 
streets, the property of Scnor Calderon, 
and not of his government. 
He pur- 


chased ills horns about liiree years ago 
and has equipped it in the most luxuri- 
ous style, wherein I lie exquisite prod- 
ucts of his own country may be seen 
side by side with art treasures of Eu- 
rope and tho utilitarian ideas of this 
country. 
The minister is a man of large moans 


and he has given all his life and best 
endeavor to Iho service and develop- 
ment of hie country. 
He 
was 
for 


years secretary of finance, and is re- 
garded as one of the most powerful 
and convincing writers 
on 
financial 


questions which his country or any 
South American nation has produced 
recently. 
He comes of the same fa- 


mous line of CnlfleronB which in Spain 
has produced so many eminent men of 
letters and statecraft nnd in the new- 
world has Riven 
to different 
South 


American nations 
warriors, 
cabinet 


ministers nnd patriotic leaders.

Following the dispatch of President 


Taft to Secretary Knox touching tho 
resignation of Mr. Crano the secretary 
of state announced that the incident 
was closed. Following'this announee- 
ment the press of the country opened 
tho case, or, rather, it denied that tho 


incident was closed, and tho transpa- 
cific situation was declared, to ho acute 
In other quarters it was asserted by 
Mr. .Crane's friends and some others 
that tho resignation of Mr. Crane was 
the result of a political intrigue. 


Tho curtain raiser of the trouble was 


the consiruction of a railroad in Man- 
churia, and mining interests in which 
China and Japan were concerned were 
also potent mischief breeders.

United States instituted a special in- 
vestigation as a preparatory measure 
to determine what should be the atti- 
tude of this government in several 
diplomatic questions that will become 
the subject of official adjustment In 
the next fow months. 
The United 


States prepared quickly to protest ear- 
nestly against anything that threatened 
gravely what in diplomacy Is termed 
"the principle of equal opportunity." 
Reduced-to a commonplace term, this 
meant protecting "tho open door" pol- 
icy of this government.

Professor H. C. Parker of Columbia

with Cook and Parker in 1906, promises 
that lie will accompany 
Professor 


Parker. 


The first who attempted to reach the 


mountain was Robert Muldrow in 1S9S. 
lieutenant Herron tried it the year 
after. 
Alfred H. Brooks and D. L. 


Resburn of the United States geolog- 
ical survey made a reconnoissance in 
1902. Judge Wickersham of the United 
States district court in-Seattle and Dr. 
Cook went there in 1003, and Dr. Cook 
made his second expedition in 1906. 
That was the year in v/hich he claims 
to have succeeded in reaching the 
summit. 


There Is a disagreement as to the

Mount Logan is the 


highest peak in the world above per- 
petual ice.

Mount MeKlnlcy lies 200 miles from 


Cook inlent, on tho edge of America's 
greatest wilderness. 
Tho plntenn on 


which It slnmls feeds four of Alaska's 
largest rivers, Snshitna and Copper 
bolntr 'ho principal ones. The ncnrost 
mountains to tho Alaska range are the 


Chugach. Between the .two ranges is 
a valley. 150 niiies broad, and this wil- 
derness is drained by the Sushitna 
river and its tributaries. Mount Mc- 
Kinley is situated In the heart of the 
Alaskan range. It is dome shaped and 
has two summits, two miles apart, dif- 
fering about 1,000 feet in altitude, tho 
southern being the highest. Its north- 
western slope is drained by a large 
glacier, which discharges into a river 
tributary to.tho Toklat. About its base ] 
is an abundant growth of spruce,} 
which nourishes to an altitude of 2,500 ! 
feet, and above that is willow to a! 
limit of 4,000 feot. • The route taken! 


by most of-those who went to llio vi- 
cinity Is from Cook inlet, up tho Su- 
shitna river. Cool: inlet is readied by 
ocean steamer from Seattle. Of course 
it can be reached by other routes, hut 
tho quickest and most 
comfortable 


journey is from Seattle, as: described. 
From Seattle to the foothills of Mount 
McKinley requires from six to eight 
weeks. If the atmosphere is clear the 
peak of Mount McKinhpy can bo seen 
dazzling in the sunlight at a distance 
of 125 miles. 


The lofty pinnacle was probably lirst 


seen by the Indians, but the first men- 
tion of its sight was made by a.Rus- 


sian settlement at Cook inlet.

tain, in 1S97. Dickey returned to the 
country tho .same year. 


Probably tho most scientific meas- 


urement of the mountain yet made wns 
that by Alfred Brooks, who went there 
for tho United States geological sur- 
vey at an expense or more than $20,000. 
He was fuliy equipped for the expedi- 
tion. It left Seattle in May. 3902. His 
method for measuring distances has 
proved the most satisfactory yet at- 
tempted by the government expeditions 
into Alaska. On the expedition in 1D02 
movable cross hairs in the eyepiece of 
a telescope wero used, the amount of 
motion of which or the angle subtend- 
ed was nifasurud by a micromotor 
screw, and by this means it was possi- 
ble to observe directly distances far In 
excess of anything possible with tho 
stadia, heretofore employed, and much 
more accurately for the distance. 


Ivluldrow measured tho height while 


he was exploring the Sushitna river in 
company with members of the United 
States geological survey. His method 
was running a stadia line up the river 
nnd measuring elevations and direc- 
tions with the transit instruments 
reading to minutes. Six angles for lo- 
cation r.nd elevation were obtained 
upon tho mountain from points on this 
line, and in this way Muldrow arrived 
at the position anil height of tho moun- 
tain. 


The conclusion of tho Brooks-Rcs- 


burn report shows that the entire slope 
of the groat mountain mass at all 
points above the snow line of -1,000 
feet Is under a. mnss of snow which has 
horn consolidated into a permanent 
Rhu-iiT, so Hint tho whole range may 
bo said to bo capped almost :is tho In- 
terior of Greenland.

The report of the American delegates to the International congress on 


alcoholism, held in London last July, is given out by the stale department 
and is thus given ihe weight of 
government endorsement. 
The report 


points out the evil effects of alcoholism and intemperance and condemns 
even moderate drinking ns not only injurious but dangerous. It advocates 
ihe ins!motion of (he younger generation in the evils nnd tho injury result- 
ing from (he use of alcoholic beverages. 
The report says that increased 


leaching as to evils of alcoholism should be provided to conserve industrial 


efficiency in the commercial competition of nations ns well as to promote 
.two of (he chief objects of government, to wit, public lioalth and morals. 
It was proposed (o have normal schools and universities include such edu- 
cation in their curricula nnd to iirgo upon public officials the necessity of 
restricting the liquor traffic in order to prevent as far as possible its evil 
effect upon the liumnn race. There is nothing now in the report. It simply 
states in a mild way what temperance orators have been giving to the pub- 
lic for the past generation.

of Late—Recount in 


19th Representative District

Unchanged —

The water department1 is looking for 


a new vein of water. ' Fifty new wells 
hn.ve heen installed in the boulevard 
within the last tew months and the de- 
partment is planning for 200 more. En- 
gineers are now at work on the plans. 


These thing.-, arc being Hone with an 


eye to the future and were suggested 
hy two successive years of excessive 
drought. 
The rainfall for tho last two 


years has been much less than for any 
two successive years 
since Lowell B 


water works were properly 
installed, 


and the effect of Kuch unusual drought 
has ehown itself in the water. 
The table 
contained—in- the annual 


report of the board of health, giving 
the rainfall hy inches for thirty years, 
shows thc rainfall for 1.908 was more 
th;ui two inches less than 
any 
year 


during that period and 22.018 inches 
less than In 1901. 
Water Is Cloudy 


The. water board has received several 


complaints 
of late 
relative, to .the 


cloudy appearances of the water. Aslted 
ahout these complaints, Supt. Thomas 
said: "We have received quite a num- 
ber of complaints and I think that the, 
trouble is due in a great measure to 
connections that1 are being made at the, 
present time. We aro making connec- 
tions on dead ends. BO-ealled. A pipe 
that stops in a street and 
does not 


have 
further 
connection is called a 


dead enfl. 
"We are connecting all 
ot 


these that we can and I think that1 w 
relieve the trouble snmo because it will 
Kive better circulation 
through 
tho 


pipes. A fluctuation in pressure through 
the pipes stlra the rust and sediment 
that naturally form on the Inside of 
the pipes and once 
stirred 
up 
it 


shows In the water. 
"We can't lose sight of the fact, too, 


that' we have had two years of unusual 
drought and that means a decrease in 
the amount of water. 
The average 


rainfall Tor thc last two years has been 
extremely small and when tho water is 
low we have to pump harder and that 
fact, I presume, adds to the discolora- 
tion of the water. 
No Cause for Worry 


"There is no occasion for any worry 


or excitement over thc matter, how- 
ever. We keep in close touch with the 
state board ol.' health and the board 
mnkcs an analysis monthly. 
Lowell 


lias as good water as any city in Jhn 
state or in the country for that matter 
The state board of health finds nothing 
the matter -with our water except that 
it contains a little more 
iron 
than 


usual. 
For drinking or cooking pur- 


poses the presence of iron in the water 
does not matter, in fact, I presume, it 
is more or less healthful, but it does 
effect it for washing. 
Tho iron is ha-

in Washington

dia Yarnall Calderon, wlfo of 'the Bo- 
livian minister to this country, died at 
the legation hero Sunday. 
She was 65 


years old. 
.The wife of Honor don Ignaelo Cal- 


deron was the daughter, of 
the 
late 


John: B. Yarnall. of Philadelphia, and 
belonged to two well-known families of 
the -south, the Yarnalls. who were ter- 
ritorial magnates in Maryland, and the 
Lees and Croppers, who1 were' equally 
prominent In.'Virginia. 
She was be- 


fore-her marriage Miss Arcadia Yar- 
n'alU 
Her father was.-a prominent 
business and professional 
man 
of 


Philadelphia, where he .went soon after 
the .Civil, war had crippled 
his 
re- 


sources in Maryland. 
The aenora was. educated in Balti- 


more, and her love for her.alma mater 
led her to .educate lior three daugh- 
ters in the same institution. 
She met 


Senor Calderon during the centennial. 
He was then attached to the Bolivian 
legation in Peru, and got leave of ab- 
sence, to attend the exhibition in Phila- 
delphia. 
In April last Sonora Calderon talked 


interestingly to a 
correspondent as 


follows: 
"When I married 
unions 
between 


North and South Americans were not 
so frequent, nor was the journey to 
the lower hemisphere undertaken so 
easily. 
We remained in this country 


for eight years before we began the ad- 
venturous journey to La Paz, and'all 
of my three daughters were born in 
the United States. 
"Then another thing .which strikes 


me with amazement is how little peo- 
ple nowadays prize 
their 
household 


treasures. 
When T went to L,a Paz I 


took all my furniture and wedding 
gifts with me, and when one thinks 
what it meant to take such articles 
muleback over the Andes, something of 
the pride I had In them will be un- 
derstood. 
"After leaving Philadelphia in 1SS2 


my husband was 
first 
stationed in 


Lima, but getting my house Roods to 
the Peruvian capital was nothing to 
getting my treasures In safety from 
Peru to La Paz. 
My piano I prized 


especially, ami though It was repre- 
sented that I could get as fine an in- 
strument In La Paz I insisted on mov- 
ing my own. 
The keys were all tak- 


en out, and, indeed, the entire fabric 
was unscrewed before 
It 
could 
bo 


packed on mules, yet so skilfully was 
it done that not a scratch marred 
the surface, nor did the tone of the 
instrument suffer from the heroic ex- 
perience. 
"When i went to La Pax first, 
we 


made the journey In stage coaches. 
Now, 
of course, 
the train brings the 


traveler 
through the grand Andean 


range down into the valley of La Paz. 
I say down, though the city lies on a 
plateau 12,500 feet in height, 'an alti- 
tude which some ambitious peaks can- 
not e<iual. 
In the stage coach days 


getting to La Paz was quite ..a family 
ceremonial. 
It required almost a day 


to get down the mountains from the 
frontier, and when the plateau 
was 


reached, 
it was 
customary 
for the 


friends or relatives of the travelers to 
meet them with private carriages for 
the remaining 12 miles. 
"It seemed like another version of 


taking a private craft to welcome the 
ocean liners a few miles out at'sea. 
Scenes of gayety would take place as 
the coaches unloaded, and invariably 
the carriages would bring hampers full 
of good things to eat and drink and a 
picnic.would be in order. Toasts would 
be drunk, and then a regular proces- 
sion would be formed of the car- 
riages taking the travelers home. 
It 


was quit:; picturesque, and the hearti- 
ness of the welcome drove away all 
memory of the hardship, endured 
en 


route. 
"One of the interesting features of 


life in Bolivia is a study of the Indians. 
We have still surviving the changing 
conditions which follow modern prog- 
ress and its innovations, 
an 
Indian 


market 
held Invariably on Jan. 24, 


when gold and silver are -sold in the 
bulk and later small articles wrought 
in the precious metals by the dusky 
children of the forest. 
I do not think 
that even the Chinese themselves sur- 
pass some of the Bolivian Indians In 
the-skill with whii'h they work in gold 
and silver and even the baser metals." 


The Bolivian legation is a spacious 


'mansion on the corner of 16th and R. 
streets, the property of Senor Calderon, 
and not of his government. 
He pur- 


chased his homo about three years ago 
and .lias equipped It in the most luxuri- 
ous stylo, wherein the exquisite prod- 
ucts of his own country may be seen 
side by side with art treasures of Ku- 
ropc and the utilitarian ideas of this 
country. 
The minister is a man of large means 


and ho has given all his life and best 
endeavor to the service and- develop- 
ment of his country. 
He 
was 
for 


years secretary of finance, and Is re- 
garded as one of the most powerful 
and convincing writers 
on 
financial 


questions which his country or any 
South American nation has produced 
recently. 
He comes of the same fa- 


mous line of Caldernns which In Spain 
has produced so many eminent men of 
letters and statecraft and in the new 
world 'has given 
to different 
South 


American nations 
warriors, 
cabinet 


ministers and patriotic lenders.

The report of 1he American delegates to (ho International congress on 


alcoholism, held in London last July, is given out. by the state department 
and is thus given the weight: of 
government endorsement.

report 


points out the ovi] effects of alcoholism nnd intemperance mid condemns 
even moderate drinking as not only injurious but dangerous. It advocates 
the instruction of flic younger prencrntinn in HIP. evils nntl the injury result- 
ing from the u?e of alcoholic beverages. 
The report says that increased 


teaching us to evils of alcoholism should bo provided to conserve industrial 


efficiency in the uommerciiil competition of nations as well as to promote 
two of the chief objects of government, to wit, public health and morals. 
It wns proposed to have normal schools nnd universities include such edu- 
cation in their curricula KnA to urge upon public, ofliciuls the necessity of 
restricting tho liquor Iraffio in order to prevent ns far as possible its evil 
effect upon the human race. There is nothing new in tho report. It simply 
stales in n mild way what temperance ornlors have been giving to the pub- 
lic for the past generation. 


THE 
FOOTBALL 
FATALITIES, 


The recent accidents, fatal and otherwise, that have attended the foot- 


ball games at Annapolis, Philadelphia, Utica and elsewhere indicate that 
the game as at present played between rival tennis who arc willing to lull 
each other in their struggle for victory, should be discouraged.

dangerous in the extreme ns appears where the mnn who happens 
to be 


underneath.in the pile is liable to bave his bones broken or to get a fatal 


blow on tbe bead. 


The death of young Byrne in the Annapolis game, young Burke 
at 


Philadelphia and the injury to Earl D. Wilson in which hi.s spine was'frac- 
tured, together with a similar accident at TJtica in which a seventeen-year-

against the continuance of the gome as at present .played. The rules of the 
game should be modified so as to lessen the

There is a great deal of talk about automobile accidents and (lie con- 


sequences, but these, football matches in which tbe players go in for blood 
are more dangerous than most of the auto accidents. It is high time that 
educational institutions should prevent the students from engaging in a 
game that has developed so many traits of barbarism. 


KING 
EDWARD'S 
PREDICAMENT. 


King Edward of England is alarmed at tho prospect of 
having the 


House of Lords as at present constituted overthrown. He has endeavored 


to reach Chancellor Lloyd George, but that official purposely left the. coun- 


try for a time in order not to confer with tho king on the matter 
of 
a 


compromise. 
He also declined to comply with the king's wishes that he 


hhould not deliver his Newcastle bpeech which hurl the effect of making the 


situation more acute. The king at the present time has lost hope of effect- 


ing a compromise that would save the lords. 


While he is not particularly in favor of the House of Lords he does 


dread any revolutionary change that might wind up by curtailing his own 


privileges. He frankly stales that should the House of Lords be abolished 


he himself would lie about the only hereditary institution remaining. 


The lords have determined to reject tho budget and let it go to the 


country for decision. If the people vote to return the liberals to power that 


fact will be regarded an nn endorsement of the liberal policy on financial 


and other questions, and it will he a mandate to the House of Lords not 


to nierldlo with any financial question put forward for the 
good 
of 
the 


people. It is a rule of the lords thai, they arc not. to change or modify a 
money bill. To do so would be against what is known as the constitution, 
although there is no written constitution in Knghnul. The coming general 
election in Kngland will probably result in a 
swooping 
vielory 
for 
the 


liberals nnd ft severe rebuke for the lords to he followed by a eurlailmont 
of their political power, and in nil probability a provision for the election 
of peers instead of having them as at present inherit Ihcir lilies and their 
privilege of membership in the upper house.

Speech in Augusta 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 9.—President 


Taft played at golf yesterday with his 
host 
in Augusta, 
Major Joseph B. 


Cummins, defeating him, 2 up and 4 to 
go; opened the Georgia-Carolina Inter- 
state Fair, rode over the streets of 
Augusta, amid the cheers of. his "fel- 
low citizens," and left Uio city at. 3 
p. m. for Florence, S. C. 
. 


Tho call upon him at the golf Units, 


on his invitation, of "Ty" Cobb, the 
baseball player, the extreme cordiality 
of the reception of the president In his 
"winter capital," and the good fellow- 
ship shown to his entourage were the 
features of the day. 


In his address, at tlio fair grounds 


the president touched upon a number 
of matters 
of national • importance. 


The keynote of his address was na- 
tional sanitation, that a national board 
of health should accomplish for the 
nation what the nation 
has 
accom- 


plished for others in Cuba, Panama, 
and other places. 
This is the first 


time in the south that the president 
has addressed/ himself to this subject. 
He also took occasion to talk ship 
subsidy and to suggest that tho legis- 
lation merited the support of the south, 
especially cotton manufacturing, com- 
munities like Georgia and South Caro- 
lina. 
In part, 'h.e said, after declaring 


that "there/Is- a lady in Washington 
that I am .very anxious to see and 
nothing could restrain the haste with 
which I would go back to the capital 
city except the pleasure of meeting 
my and her friends in Augusta: 


"It seems to me that the most Im- 


portant subject and tho 
most 
Im- 


portant collection of subjects . is that 
which, relates' to the conservation of 
our natural resources. 
Unless we can 


secure uniform state operation, uni- 
form state legislation with reference 
to the preservation of our forests and 
the equalization of the water which 
falls from the clouds, and the preser- 
vation of our soil from being washed 
out to sea, we shall not. be able to 
carry out the program set for us by 
Theodore TloOKevclt, and which to ev- 
ery thoughtful man, must cSrnmend It- 
seif as of the highest Importance to 
the safety and preservation of our na- 
tion. 
"Another subject, which under the 


Influence of the growing manufactur- 
ing Interests, brings Itself into one's 
mind, even though it may suggest the 
subject of partisan 
difference, is the 


question of our merchant marine. Un- 
less our country exercises more con- 
(rr»l over iho mercantile marine In 
the future than It now does, you are 
going to flnd yourselves at a great dis- 
advantage In seeking markets of the 
world in which to dispose 
of 
your 


products. 
"Another subject that must bo con- 


sidered by the national government 
with more care and with the expendi- 
ture of much more money than It has 
heretofore put into the investigation, 
is tho ouestion ot sanitation and 
the 
health of the Inhabitants of this coun- 
try. 
It Is peculiarly so In the south. 


"We nave now various bureaus 
in 


Washington which have functions con- 
nected with the suppression nf diseases 
find tho study of the different diseases, 
but they are scattered and they need tc 
be united. 
"Now, it is true that the health of the 


citizens is directly committed to *hc 
state, but it in also true that the-ques- 
tion of agriculture is committed by the 
constitution to the state. Nevertheless 
the agricultural department has fount 
much that wiih the means at its hanc 
it can do to assist the agriculture of 
the country. 
"Think back two decades, my friends 


nnd see what enormous strides have 
been made by the proper treatment o" 
the soil, in the improvement' of your 
crops In the market value, 
and 
the 


production of those products and in tho 
entire change of the character of your 
agriculture from a haphazard wastefu 
industry to one in which the scientific 
knowledge is of the greatest import- 
ance. 
"Thus, too, with respect to sanita- 


tion, it is necessary that the towns nnd 
states devote their attention and thei 
money in making better bodies of the! 
citizens as well as better minds, and i 
the national government with its re- 
sources can follow out the lines of in 
vostigation that shall show the propr. 


treatment to be followed, it Is well that 
they should take that step. 


"I expect to recommend to 


that there be a union of all the experi- 
mental departments of the government 
for the discovery, of lines of health and 
the study of diseases.

."Now, with respect to the southland

had not been seen since Friday of last 
week. At that time he had from $20 to 
$25 In his pocket and 
left 
Mr. La- 


breque's with his dinner pall for work, 
Owing to the resemblance of the two It 
was thought for a time that they might 
be one and the same, but this theory 
was exploded when It was ascertained 
that the workman left town on one ot 
the trains on Friday. 


That Connolly came to 
his 
deatli 


through drinking there is little doubt. 
Tho authorities state that he undoubt- 
edly became confused owing to drink, 
and wandered down to the river, where 
he partially undressed and during his 
ravings 'died as a result or drink And 
exposure. The body was so thorougnly 
frozen that up to 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon the undertakers 
had

unable to prepare It for burial. 


The only known relative of Connolly, 


an aged aunt at Lowell, communicated

Questions Between Uncle Sam and China and Japan

T is an Interesting fact that the 


present 
diplomatic, 
questions 


which affect the relations o£ the 
United States with China and 


Japan directly and some of tho Euro- 
pean powers indirectly came to the 
front while tho president of the United 
States was on. a pleasure trip In the 
west and southwest and tho head of 
the department of state was enjoying 
his vacation at his country home at 
Valley Forge, Pa. 


The publicity resulted, as everybody 


. knows, in tho recall of Charles R. 
Crane just as he was ready to sail from 
San Francisco to his newly appointed 
post at Peldn as the accredited min- 
ister from this country to China. His 
return to Washington was followed by 
his resignation in cipher to President 
Tatt. 
Following the dispatch of President 


Taft to Secretary Knox touching the 
resignation of Mr. Crane the secretary 
of state announced that the Incident j 
was closed. Following this announce- 
ment the press of the country opened 
tho case, or, rather, it denied that tho \ 


incident was closed, and the transpa- 
cific situation was declared to be ncute. 
In other quarters It was asserted by 
Mr. Crane's friends aud somo others 
that the resignation of Mr. Crane was 
the result of. a political intrigue. . 


Tho curtain raiser of tho trouble was 


the construction of a railroad In Man- 
churia, and mining interests in which 
China and Japan were concerned were 
also potent mischief breeders.

United States instituted a special in- 
vestigation as a preparatory measure 
to determine what should be the atti- 
tude of this government in several 
diplomatic questions that will become 
the subject of official adjustment in 
the next fow months. 
The United 


States prepared quickly to protest ear- 
nestly against anything that threatened 
gravely what in diplomacy is termed 
'the principle of equal opportunity." 
Reduced to a commonplace term, this 
meant protecting "tho open door" pol- 
icy of tills government. 


One of-the questions in the situation 


arises out o£ the efforts of a syndicate 
of American and British capitalists to 
build a railroad in western Manchuria

He knew that within the next ten years 
the old empire would build many miles 
o£ railroad. 
The president aud Ills 


secretary of state were in accord on 
the question of oriental expansion. 


Secretary Knox lias been anxious 


that American merchants and capital 
should >iave a fair share in the indus- 


trial and - commercial awakening In 
China. The earnestness of Secretary 
Knox was shown Jn tho manner in 
which he insisted that the United 
States should have an original share in 
the Hankow-Szcchuen railway loan 
that was negotiated not long ago for 
the benefit of capitalists in Great Brit- 
ain, Germany and France. 
Obstruction by Japan. 


Several months aao Jr.pan obstructed 


the efforts of British capitalists to con- 
struct a railroad from Hsinmuntun 'o 
Fakumen, Jn Manchuria. 
Last Sep- 


tember an agreement was signed r.t 
Dalny by which China promised, in the 
event of undertaking to construct a 
railway . between these . two points, to 


arrange matters previously with Japan. 
British, capitalists, finding themselves 
thwarted by this move, allied them- 
selves with an American syndicate and 
proposed the construction of a railroad 
from Chinchowfu to Tsitsihar, with an 
extension to Algun. China manifested 
no opposition to this at the time and 
has not since shown any disposition to 
oppose it. 
On tho other hand, news 


dispatches from Pekin arc to the effect 
that Japan has served notice on China | 
that the Japanese government reserves 
the right to bo consulted with respect 
to the proposed railway project. 


The line of the proposed road is in 


the extreme western part of Man- 
churia, outside of what is regarded as 


the Japanese.zone.of influence. .Both 
terminals will be.in.Manchuria, but a 
considerable portion of the line will run 
through Mongolia, the province to the 
west of Manchuria. The Importance of 
the proposed line lies in the fact that 
It will connect at Tsltslhar with the 
Transsiberian 
railway. 
It was inti- 


mated that Japan feared that the. road 
would divert traffic coming from Eu- 
rope over the Transsiberian _ railway 
from tho South Manehurlan ' railway, 
which road is owned1'by. Japan. So 
much for the feature in the railroad 
situation.

China and Japan's Manchuria Mines. 


In tho treaty between China and 


Japan regarding the development of 
mines in Manchuria Secretary Knox is 
or has been much more interested. 
Copies of the agreement between China 
and Japan on this matter have been 
studied by the American secretary of 
state. 
The article in the agreement 


which It is believed .the secretary has 
been uhielly interested in is as follows: 


"All mines along the Antung-Muk- 


den railway and the main line of the 
South Manchuria line, excepting those 
at Fuihan and Yuentai, shall be ex- 
ploited as joint enterprises of Japanese 
and Chinese subjects on the general 
principles which tho viceroy of the 
eastern three provinces and the gov- 
ernor of Shingking province agreed up- 
on with the Japanese consul general 
in 1907." 
— 


It was charged that Minister Crane's 


publicity of the fact that Secretary 
Knox was preparing a protest to .this 
resulted In Mr. Crane's recall. Undoubt- 
edly Mr. Crane's utterances had much 
to do with the canceling of his exequa- 
tur. 
Nevertheless, other reasons have 


been hinted at. One of these is that 
he had selected as his counselor and 
adviser the former vice consul at Muk- 
den, who was persona non grata, to tho 
department of state. .

It is the opinion In aome quarters 


that China is looking to the United 
States for assistance, and that this ad- 
ministration Is Inclined to help China 
Is the opinion in other quarters, and 
this opinion Is based upon the utter- 
ances of President Taft upon Chinese 


;matters and that China has already 
shown Its appreciation of this fact by 
admitting the United States to squal 
participation in Its recent railway loan. 


Tho Interests of the old empire that 


Is awakening to the importance of 
linking its destiny with the commerce 
of the age~"are largely in the care of 
Yuan Shlh Kai. "tho grand old man of 
China," who is in line with his distin- 
guished predecessor, LI Hung Chang, 
who long before he closed his career 
had foreseen the needs of his country.

OUNT M'KINLEY is looming 


up on the map just now as 
it must have loomed up on 
the vision o£ W. A. Dickey, 


the prospector, In 1895, after he hud 
rafted his way from Cook inlet to the 
foothills of the snow capped altitude 
which he named Mount McKinley. 


Interest in the culminating point o£ 
the North American continent has 
been intensified since the return o£ 
Dr. Frederick A. Cook from his latest 
dash into tho arctic. 
Dr. Cook had 


previous to his recent north polo ven- 
ture proclaimed that he liad been the 
first to ascend to tho pinnacle o£ 
Mount McKinley. 
This claim has re- 


cently been denied by one who accom- 
panied Dr. Cook.in the latter's expe- 
dition to the peak which Dickey named. 
This is what has revived interest in 
Mount McKinley. 


Professor H. C. Parker of Columbia 


university announces that he will make 
another trip to Mount McKinley next 
year with the object of reaching the 
soal of mountain explorers. Beimore 
H. Browne o£ Tacoma, Wash., who was 
with Cook and Parker in 1!)OG, promises 
that ho will accompany Professor 
Parker. 


The first who attempted to reach the 


mountain was Robert Muldrow in 18D8. 
lieutenant Herron tried it the year 
alter. 
Alfred H. Brooks and D. JL. 


Hesburn of the United States geolog- 
ical survey made a reconnaissance in 
1902. 
Judge Wickersham of the United 


States district court in Seattle and Dr. 
Cook went there in ]!IOS. and Dr. Cook 
made his second expedition in 190G. 
That was the year in v/hich he claims 
to have succeeded In Touching the 
summit 


There Is a disagreement as to the 


height of the mountain by those who 
made measurements. 
Mulflrow made 


it 20,46* feet; Brooks arid Resburn fixed 
it at 20,200; Dr. Cook made- it 22,800. 
Either altitude would still leave Mount 
McKinley the highest point o£ land on 
the American continent. Mount Logan, 
also in Alaska, is 19,600, and St. Elias 
is 18,024 feet. 
The other . towering 


mountains of the continent are Oriza- 
ba, 18,105; Fopocatapetl, 17,876; Mount 
Foraker, 17,000. 
Mount Logan Is the 


highest peak in the world above per- 
petual ice. It has from 5,000 to 0,000 
feet more of perpetual snow than 
Mount McKinley. On the latter horses 
can go up for ft,000 feet, but on Mount 
Logan baggage, instruments and every- 
thing needed must bo carried 0:1 the 
backs of men.

Chugaeh. Between tho two ranges is 
a valley 150 miles broad, and this wil- 
derness is drained by tho Sushitna 
river and its tributaries. Mount Mc- 
Kinley is situated In the heart of the 
Alaskan range. It is dome shaped and 
has two summits, two miles apart, dif- 
fering about 1,000 feet in altitude, the 
southern being the highest. Its north- 
western slope is drained by a .large 
glacier, which discharges Into a river 
tributary to the Toklat. About its base 
j's an abundant growth of spruce, 
which flourishes to an altitude of 2,i>00 
feet, and above that is willow to a 
limit of 4,000 feet. Tlio route taken 


by most of those who went'to the vi- 
cinity is from Cook inlet, up tho Su- 
shitna river. Cook Inlet is reached by 
ocean steamer from Seattle. Of course 
it can be reached by other routes, but 
the quickest and most comfortable 
journey is from Seattle, as. described. 
From Seattle to the foothills of Mount 
McKinley requires from six to eight 
weeks. If the atmosphere is clear the 
Vcak of Mount McKinley nan be seen 
dazzling in the sunlight at a-distance 
of 125 miles. 


The lofty pinnacle was probably first 


seen by the Indians, but the first men-

1'rior to the time when Dickey saw

congratulations

Dickey get as good a map of the dis- 
trict an was possible for the National 
Geographical Magazine. This Dickey 
did, and it was printed, with an article 
describing the country and the moun- 
tain, in 1S97. Dickey returned to the 
country the same year. 


Probably, the most scientific meas- 


urement of the mountain yet made was 
that by Alfred Brooks, who went thero 
for the United States geological sur- 
vey at an expense of more than $20,000. 
He waa fully equipped for the expedi- 
tion. It left Seattle in May, 1902. His 
method for measuring distances has 
proved the most satisfactory yet at- 
tempted by the government expeditions 
into Alaska, On the expedition in 1902 
movable cross hairs in the eyepiece of 
a telescope were used, the amount of 
motion of which or the angle subtend- 
ed was measured by a micrometer 
screw, and by this means it was possi- 
ble to observe directly distances far in 
excess of anything possible with the 
stadia, heretofore employed, and much 
more accurately for the distance. 


jMuldrow measured tho height while 


ho was exploring the Sushitna river in 
company with mom bore of tho United 
Stoics geological survey. His method 
was running a stadia line up the river 
and measuring elevations and direc- 
tions with tlio transit 
instrument.1! 


reading to minutes. Six angles for lo- 
cation and elevation were obtained 
upon the'mountain from points on this 
line, and in this way Mnldrow arrived 
at the position and height of the moun- 
tain. 


Tho conclusion of tho Brooks-Res- 


burn report shows that tho entire slope 
of tho great mountain rnnss at all 
points above tho snow lino of 4,000 
foot is under a mass of snow which has 
boon consolidated into a permanent 
glacier, KO that the whole rango may 
bfl faitl ta bo cupped almost-as the in- 
terior of Greenland.

HEN a recent congress 


passed a bill setting aside 
a great tract of land in 
Montana 
for 
a 
buffalo 


range for the purpose of aiding in tho 
preservation of "our national animal" 
it did something that appealed, mightily 
to the hearts of Americans. 
The ax- 


periment is bearing fruit. Acquisitions 
arc coming in from many quarters. Re- 
cently thirty-four animals were turned 
in on the reservation. 
They were pur- 


chased from tho Conrad herd by the 
American Bison society for $275 per 
head, crated separately at the place 
where they were purchased, shipped 
down Flathcad lake by boat to the 
place where they were disembarked 
and then hauled on wagons to the 
range, a distance of twenty miles. 


Less than fifty years ago a herd of 


thirty-four buffaloes would not have 


million. ' In 190S they .had dwindled to 
1,502 in the "United States. The same 
year there weru 470 in Canada and 150 
In Kurope. 


The Montana national bison ranch Is 


an accomplished fact. In addition to 
the herd on tho range, more animals 
have been.-promised, and will be de- 
livered by next spring. The govern- 
ment's construction party finished the 
erection of the fenco about the range 
several weeks ago. 
The rango and 


work were inspected by the purchasing 
committee of the American Bison so- 
ciety, consisting of Dr. W. T. Horna- 
day, president o£ the society, and F. H. 
Kennard of Boston. 
They reported 


that the range is as nearly perfect as 
can be conceived for its purpose and 
will support 1,500 animals. 
"With this 


start the American Bison society hopes 
to restore the nation's animal to some- 


cost of the land was about 530,000, and 
the fenco was built for $10,000. Tho or- 
gan tzation which brought about the 
passage of tho bill by congress was tho 
result of a national movement begun 
In 1904 for the express purpose of de- 
vising ways, and means for the preser- 
vation of tho'buffalo. Tho society waa 
organized in New York city in Decem- 
ber, 1900. Many distinguished and pa- 
triotic citizens responded to tho move- 
ment,'and when tho society was formed 
President "Roosevelt was elected hon- 
orary president, and Earl1" Grey, gov- 
ernor general of Canada, was elected 
honorary vice president. 


That tho plan to restore tho bison is 


succeeding is attested by the fact that 
in 1906 thero were only, by actual cen- 
sus, 943 in tho country. In 190S there 
wero 1,602, all pure blooded.

Mrs. Whelan, at whose house lUiss

porter stated that she knew nothing o! 
Ihe cnrrrlltlon of thu nli'1—ether—«wn- 
that she complained of beinK ill. 


She knew tho young woman as a 


bright, light-hearted 
girl, 
who ap- 


peared to have but fc-w cares. "I knew 
that she. was not feeling in the best of 
health more than a week ago," said the 
woman, "but I didn't know what the 
real cause was until after she had left 
for the hospital." 
She said that a young man employed 


in a store called at her house to see 
Miss Perry after the latter had gone to 
tho hospital and ho was Informed of 
(he whereabouts of tho girl. The po- 
llen, however, say that there Is noth- 
ing to show that tho young man who 
called at Mrs. AVhelan'H is in any way 
connected with the case.

-She offered 
no information, except to say that she 
had fallen down stairs. She mentioned 
the name of no doctor. Slffl did not of- 
fer any information as to her personal 
friends. Everything that medical skill 
could suggest was done to save her 
life, but there was little hope from the 
time she came to the hospital.

the only definite information as to her 
friends was that she roomed with a 
family named Whelan, and tho Whe- 
lun family lived in Marshall street. 


A week ugo Saturday Dr. E. G. Liv- 


ingston was called to the house 
in 


Marshnll street and it is alleged that 
he found the girl in ci serious condition 
and advised her to receive surgical at- 
tention immediately as blood poisoning 
had set in. It is said that he told her 
that iE she .delayed being attended to 
the result would be fatal. The woman 
at the time remarked that she had no 
money to go to a hospital and feared 
the publicity of it. Dr. Livingston tried 
to impress her with the absolute neces- 
sity of immediate treatment, but It was 
not until Nov. 2, when the doctor again 
called at the house, that she decided to 
tro to the Lowell hospital.

YORK, Nov. 0.—An autopsy performed today on the body of 


Dorotliy Byrnes, a young gii'l'of n well known Brooklyn family, who died 
yesterday in the Blacikwells Island liospitnl, brought to light facts which 
convinced Hie police (lint another murder mystery had been added to New 
York's long list of unsolved crimes. 


- The autopsy disclosed a fracture extending across the base of the 


skull and bruises on the body. Before the girl died she admitted flint she 
had been in a motor car on a irip to Coney Island with some strange men 
and had been forced by their treatment 'of her to jump out of the car. She 
was found in a dazed state and committed to Blackwells Island hospital, 
her condition being mistaken for that of intoxication. The condition of the 
body led Pro!1. John Larkin of Columbia university, who assisted in the 
autopsy, to declare ihnl the girl received her fatal injury while trying to 
escape from the men in the automobile. 


"She lost her life while defending herself,"' said Prof. Larkin. 
The 


authorities are trying to discover tho identity of the men who were with 
Miss Byrnes in the automobile.

in Washington 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Senora.Arca- 


dia Yarnall Calderon, wife of the Bo1 


. llvlan minister to this country, died.at 


the legation here Sunday. 
She was 55 


years old.

The wife of Senor don Ignaclo Cal- 


deron was the daughter of the 'late 
John B. Yarnall of .Philadelphia, arid 
belonged to two well-known families of 
the south,, the Yarnalls, who were ter- 
ritorial magnates in .Maryland, and the 
Lees and Croppers, who were equally 
prominent In Virginia. 
She was ^be- 


fore her .marriage Miss Arcadia Yar- 
nall. 
Her father was a prominent 


business and professional 
man 
of 


•Philadelphia, where he went soon after 
the Civil war hud crippled 
his 
re- 


sources in Maryland. 


The senbra was educated in Balti- 


more, and her love for her alma mater 
led her to educate her three daugh- 
ters in the same institution. 
She met 


Bennr Calderon during the centennial. 
He was then attached to the Bolivian 
legation In Peru, and got leave of ab- 
sence to attend the exhibition in Phila- 
delphia. 


.In April, last Senora Calderon talked 


interestingly to a 
correspondent as 


follows: 
"When I married 
unions between 


North and South Ametlcans were not 
so frequent, nor was the journey to 
the'lower hemisphere undertaken so 
easily. 
We remained in this country 


for eight years1 before we, began the ad- 
venturous journey to La Paz, and all 
of my- three daughters were born in 
the United States. 
"Then another thing which strikes 


me with amazement is how little peo- 
ple nowadays prize 
their 
household 


treasures. 
When I went to La Paz I 


took all my furniture a.nd wedding 
gifts with me, and when one thinks 
what it meant to take such articles 
muleback over the Ancles, something of 
tho pride 1 had In them will be un- 
derstood. 
"After leaving Philadelphia in 18S2 


my husband was 
first 
stationed In 


Lima, but getting my house goods to 
the Peruvian capital was nothing to 
getting my treasures in safety from 
Peru to La Paz. 
My piano I prized 


especially, and though it was repre- 
sented that I could get as fine an In- 
strument In La Paz I Insisted on mov- 
ing my own. 
The keys were all tak- 


en out. and, indeed, the entire fabric 
was unscrewed before 
It 
could 
be 


packed on mules, yet so skilfully was 
it done that not a scratch marred 
the surface, nor did the tone of the 
Instrument suffer from the heroic ex- 
perience. 
"When I went to La Paz first, we 


made the journey In stage coaches. 
Now, of course, the train brings the 


traveler through the . grand-Andean 
range down into the valley of La Paz. 
I say down, though the city lies .on a 
plateau 12,500 feet in height, an alti- 
tude which some ambitious peaks can- 
not equal. 
In the stage coach days 


getting to La Paz was."Quite a-family 
ceremonial. 
It required, almost a day 


to get down the mountains from the 
frontier, and when the. plateau was 
reached, 
it was 
customary -' for the 


friends or relatives of'.the travelers to 
meet them with private carriages for 
the remaining 12 miles; 
"It seemed like another version of 


taking a private craft to welcome tha 
ocean liners a few miles out at sea. 
Scenes of gayety would ta-ke place as 
the cinches unloaded, and invariably 
the carriages would bring hampers full 
of good things to eat and drink and a 
picnic would be In order. Toasts would 
be drunk, and then a regular proces- 
sion would be formed of the car- 
riages taking the travelers home. 
It 
was quit} picturesque, and the hearti- 
ness of the welcome drove away all 
memory of the hardship 
endured 
en 


route. 


"One 
of the interesting features of 


life in Bolivia is a study of the Indians. 
\Ve have still surviving the changing 
conditions which follow modern prog- 
ress arid its innovations, an 
Indian 


market held invariably on. Jan. 24. 
when gold and silver are sold in. the 
bulk and later small articles wrought 
in the precious metals by the dusky 
children of the forest. 
I do.not think 


that even the Chinese themselves sur- 
pass some of the Bolivian Indians in 
the skill with which they work in gold 
and silver and even the baser metals." 


The Bolivian legation is a spacious 


mansion on the corner of 16th and R 
streets, the property of Scnor Caldoron, 
anil not of his. government. 
He pur- 


chased his home about three years ago 
and has equipped If in the most luxuri- 
ous style, wherein the exquisite prod- 
ucts of his own country may be seen 
side-by side with art treasures of Ku- 
rope and tho utilitarian ideas of this 
country.

It advocates 
the instruction of Ihe younger generation in the evils nnd tho injury result- 
ing from the use of alcoholic beverages. The report says that increased 
teaching ns to evils of alcoholism should bo provided to conserve ipdustria 


f-flicieucy in the commercial competition of nations as well as to promote 
two of the chief objects of government, to wit, public health and morals 
It was proposed to have normal schools and universities include such edu- 
cation in their curricula and to urge upon public officials the necessity oJ 
restricting the liquor traffic in order to prevent as far ns possible its evi 
effect upon the human race. There is nothing new in the report. It simply 
states in a mild wny what temperance orators have been giving to the pub- 
lic for the past generation.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. a.—President 


Tail played at golf yesterday with his 
host 
in Augusta, 
Major Joseph B. 


Cummins, defeating him, 2 up and 4 to 
go; opened the'Qeorgia-Carolina' Inter- 
state Fair, rodo over the streets of 
Augusta amid the cheers of his "fel- 
low citizens,'" and left the city at 3 
p. m. for Florence, S. C. 


The call upon him at the golf links, 


on his invitation, of "Ty" Cobb, the 
bs,seball player, the.extreme cordiality 
of the reception of the president in his 
"winter capital," and the good fellow- 
ship shown to his entourage were the 
features of the day. 


In his address at the fair grounds 


the president touched upon a number 
of matters 
of national 
importance. 


The keynote of his address was na- 
tional sanitation, that a national board 


. of health should accomplish for the 


nation what the nation has 
accom- 


plished for others In Cuba, Panama, 
and other places. 
This is the first 


time in the south that the president 
has addressed himself to this subject. 
He also took occasion to talk ship 
subsidy and to suggest that the legis- 
lation merited the support of the south, 
especially cotton manufacturing com- 
niunities like Georgia and South Caro- 
lina. . In part, he said, after declaring 
that "there'- is a lady in Washington 
that I am very anxious to see and 
nothing'could restrain the haste with 
which I would go back to the capital 
city except the pleasure of meeting 
my and her friends in Augusta: 


"It seems to me that the most im- 


portant subject and the 
most 
im- 
portant collection of subjects is that 
which relates to the conservation of 
our natural resources. 
Unless we can 


secure uniform state operation, uni- 
form state legislation with reference 
to the preservation of our forests and 
the equalization of the water which 
falls Trom tho clouds, and the preser- 
vation of our soil from being washed 
out to sea, wo shall not ho able to 
carry out the program set for us by 
Theodore Tloosevolt, and which to ev- 
ery thoughtful man. must commend it- 
self as of tho highest Importance to 
tho safety and preservation of our na- 
tion. 
"Another subject, which under tho 


Influence of tho growing manufactur- 
ing interests, brings itself into one's 
mind, even though It may suggest the 
subject of partisan difference, is tho 
question of onr merchant marine. Un- 
less our country-exorcises more con- 
trol ovnr tho mercantile marine in 
tho future than it now does, you are 
(join's to find yourselves at a great dis- 
advantage in seeking markets of tho 
world In which to dispose 
of 
your 


products. 
"Another subject that must be con- 


sidered by tho national government 
with more care and wiih the expendi- 
ture of much moro money than It has 
heretofore put into the investigation, 
is the question of sanitation and 
the 


health of tho inhabitants of this coun- 
try. 
It is peculiarly so in tho south. 


"We have now various bureaus in 


Washington which have functions .con- 
nected with tho suppression of diseases 
and the study of the different diseases, 
but they are scattered and they need tc 
be united. 
"Now, it Is true that the health of the 


citizens is dirently committed lo 'he 
state, but it Is also true that the ques- 
tion of agriculture is committed by tho 
constitution to the state. Nevertheless, 
the agricultural department has found 
much that with the means at its hand 
It can do to assist the agriculture of 
the country. 
"Think back two decodes, my friends, 


and sec what enormous strides have 
been made by the proper treatment of 
the soil, in the improvement of your 
crops in the market value, 
and 
the 


production of those products and in the 
entire, change of the character of your 
agriculture from a haphazard wasteful 
industry to one in which the scientific 
knowledge is of the greatest import- 
ance. 
"Thus. too. with respect to sanita- 


tion, it is necessary that the towns and 
states devote their attention and their 
money in making better bodies of thdr 
citizens as well as better minds, and if 
the national government with its re- 
sources can follqw out' the lines of m- 


• 
vestigation that slutlL. show the prope 


treatment to be followed, it Is well that 
they should take that step. 
"I expect to recommend to congrer-s 


that there bo a union of all the experi- 
mental departments of the government 
for tho discovery of lines of health and 
the study of diseases. 


"Now, with respect to the southland, 


my recejkion has been fraught with 
sweet gratification to me because 
I 


have felt that the people of the south 
were glad to see me and were glad to 
show me by their reception that they
